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WAR NOT LIKELY. 


That a serious international status may en- 
sue from disclosure of the intrigue of the Ger- 
man and Swedish legations at Buenos Aires 
against the government of Argentina is quite 
likely. 
Argentine will have a somewhat in- 
dignant view of the matter. Nations of the 
entente group, including America, will recog- 
nize in the fSwedish charge's conduct a grave 
breach of neutrality, if it be fully proved. 
But we much doubt that, severe as the strain 
may grow, there is imminence of Sweden be- 
coming involved in the war. 


The people of Sweden quite certainly do not 
want war and will go to much length to avoid 
it. They will not permit their government to 
involve them in the great conflict if a way can 
be found to prevent and events of the past few 
months indicate that the Avay is not impos- 
sible. King Gustaf is not astride a throne any 
too securely established. His crown isn't on 
straight. 
There have been portentous mut- 
terings in his kingdom of late and the people 
in large mass would just as soon put the 
throne and its occupant on the skids and slant 
the skids toward the sea as to keep going 
along as they have. Democracy in form and 
substance, democracy complete and trium- 
phant, is not unheard of, unthought of or un- 
discussed in Sweden. 
The dynasty of the 
Eernadottes has no ancient hold on the his- 
toli'ji, sentiments and traditions of tlic Swedes. 
I ^ g Oscar has been dead for ten years and ! 
the great love borne him by his people has not ' 
been the heritage of Gustaf. 
i0ie war has already hit Sweden hard. 
It 
has made certain classes in Sweden rich be- 
yond former dreams, but it has put the cost 
of living to heights that spell suffering for the 
great bulk of the people and food is alarm- 
ingly scarce in the land. At this moment a 
Swedish commission is in the United States to 
arrange for modifications of the food em- 
bargoes proclaimed by President "Wilson, so 
that Sweden may not be wholly deprived of 
foodstuffs from this country. If the Swedes 
in general find out that their government has 
been playing an unneutral and unfriendly 
hand in Germany's behalf they will not be 
very strong for a war that will blockade their 
shores completely and make their wants both 
poignant and beyond aid. 


It will be much easier and perhaps, all 
round, more satisfactory to the people of 
Sweden to upset things and join the proces- 
sion of democracies than to plunge into the 
war in behalf of the Ilohenzollerns, The sym- 
pathy of the Swedes for Germany may not be 
so acute as it formerly was, now that Russia 
has become a democracy loudly disclaiming 
all ambitious and covetous designs upon the 
belongings of any other nation. In any event, 
the Swedish people, already on short com- 
mons, will not care to close against themselves 
the only country from which food can be 
obtained. 


stood at the beginning of that, period. This 
covers the term of the activity of Prussian 
agents in this country, and it is not to be 
doubted that if kaiserist plotters in this land 
could hook up with an organization which be- 
lieves in indiscriminate strikes, 
sabotage, 
dynamite and midnight assassination it would 
not long delay in gétting to it or haggle over- 
rauch about the price. It also is disclosed by 
the Chicago records the government has ob- 
tained that during the first seven months of 
the present year there was disbursed by "Big 
Bill' HeyAvood, founder and directing genius 
of the organization ,the sum of $100,000. That 
is a good deal of money whereof the question 
is not so much how it was spent as the source 
of the money. It is knoAvn, has been, particu- 
larly in all industrial centers where the I. 
W. W. has been specially active lately, that 
the organization was thoroughly supplied 
with funds and that it spent money freely and 
in some cases lavishly. 


It is w^ell to have these things gone into. 
Suspicion has been widespread that thé I. W 
W. was lending itself readily not only to 
enemy propaganda in the United States, but 
actually joining in aggressions against this 
nation and government. Even if it has been 
guilty of nothing worse than attempting to 
hamper the government in its conduct of the 
war, that was bad enough and sufficient to 
justify restraints upon the organization and 
imprisonment of its leaders. 
If it has been 
engaged, as is believed, in treasonable acts 
against the government it is condemned to ex- 
tinction and its arch-plotters to the fate of 
traitors in war. 


It will be noted that since the raids made 
a few days ago on the various headquarters 
of the societ}^ over the country the leaders of 
the ''workers" have been singing rather low. 
There has been no threatening or defiance. 
The flame and smoke of volcanic anger are not 
in evidence. There is just about a total ab- 
sence even of the "big bluff" that is an essen- 
tial part of the I. W. W. style of warfare.

TIME TO UNCOVER IT. 


It was none too soon for the stroke when 
the federal government brought its hand down 
heavy upon the Industrial Workers of the 
"World and got at the job of learning some- 
thing about the inner affairs of that organiza- 
tion. J t always has been bold and audacious 
in the fields where it operated. It has openly 
preached anarchy and destruction. Since the 
war involved this country it has made no 
secret of its purpose to cripple the govern- 
ment and expose the nation to added peril. 


Just how far the society has gone upon the 
road to treason is known only to its leaders 
and perhaps to the federal agencies now en- 
gaged iti probing the secret affairs of the 
organization. It is a significant fact, as found 
by records seized in the federal raid upon the 
Chicago headquarters of the society, that its 
^«Dwtk diiring the past three years, has some- 
tl^li^bre than trebled the lueiubership ¿a it 


The situation in Russia manifestly is des- 
perate enough, but it is not otherwise clear. 
The revolt of General Korniloff and his dis- 
missal by Premier Kerensky, with the pros- 
pect these events bring on of an armed clash 
between military elements devoted to the de- 
posed commander-in-chief and soldiers com- 
pletely loyal to the more radical factors in the 
new democracy opens to the imagination an 
illimitable vista of civil war with a destroyed 
Russia at the end of it. The sole hope is that 
the people of Russia, finding themselves on 
the brink of destruction, may join themselves 
together in a sane understanding of the des- 
perate plight into wliich their new democracy 
has been forced partly by a fatuous idealism 
and partly by the diligence of German propa- 
ganda, and set about to reconstruct affairs to 
meet the desperate needs of the hour if the 
fruits of the revolution are to be preserved. 


Tlie military situation was bad enough be- 
fore the development of this crisis kindled by 
the sparks of clashing interests and purposes. 
All that Brusiloff' had gained in his mighty 
drive a year ago has been lost during the past 
ten weeks. Riga has fallen and Petrograd is 
threatened. 
Now comes the menace of civil 
war with the army divided into hostile camps 
and Russians getting ready to turn their arms 
against eacli other instead of against the in- 
vader. A few weeks of armed strife among 
themselves will permit Russia to be thor- 
oughly overrun by the Austrians and Germans" 
and completely put out of the war. 


The menace of the situation cannot be 
wholly understood until more is known of the 
mastering purpose that animates 
General 
Korniloff. He has stood firmly for the em- 
ployment of the most drastic military rigors 
in dealing with the mutiny and cowardice 
that have destroyed the morale of the whole 
Russian army. It appears that he had laid the 
provisional government under a demand to 
turn the country over to him to be admin- 
istered by a government of his own choosing. 
The answer by Kerensky was the dismissal of 
General Korniloff and prompt measures to 
suppress him and his following. It may be 
that there subsists between the provisional 
government and General Korniloff no greater 
difference than merely of means to the same 
end. But if Korniloff is striking for supreme 
dictatorship there will be a bloody path to 
chaos in Russia. General Korniloff, however, 
is believed to be a patriot and devoted to the 
achievements of the revolution. He is a sol- 
dier and naturally views with the stem senti- 
ments of a soldier the offenses that have made 
so large a part of the army a cowardly and 
retreating mob. 


However viewed, the news from Russia is 
disconcerting, for the prospect of a clash is 
excellent. 
There is no evidence that Russia 
will be able for a long time to pull h6rself to- 
gether for any important part in the war 
against autocracy, even if she be able to es- 
cape civil war and self-destruction.

We have just had the jar—we have 
just witnessed the spectacle of young 
men going quietly out to what may be 
death in a foreign land, in order tiiat 
the integrity of tlio nation may be pre- 
served—and incidentally, in order that 
our own precious hides may be saved 
from the tanner. 
They have marched 
<iuietly away with little fuss, and cer- 
tainly with a not too warm deonstra- 
tlon (since no demonstration could be 
too warm) in their honor. 
They have 
taken up the burden tiiat was also 
our burden, and they have done it un- 
complainingly. 
What about us? 


We are sticking on at home. 
Our 
birthday have been favorable. 
Our 
bodies have played us one good turn 
after years 
of 
bad 
ones. 
However 
brave we have talked when we were 
safe behind locked doors we have not 
been asked to prove our assertions. 
We are out of it. 
The boys—the boys 
who marched av/ay—have gope ahead 
in order that we may keep on quietly 
with our various toils and triflings. 


Some of the boys who have marched 
out to face the German guns have 
sti-ange German names. 
We are now 
ready to forget those names. 
The 
Schmidts 
have 
become 
Smith.s—but 
anyhow we have not thought so much 
about that as we have of the fact that 
Hans is Ijetween us and trouble. 
Some 
of the boys have unmistakable German 
accents—and yet, they have gone on 
cheerfully to do their bit and ours, too. 
And iviB have not objected. 
Some of 
the mothers of these boys who are 
going out cannot speak much English 
—their language has always been with 
their thought, and their thought has 
been of the Fatherland. 
But they 
have been like the mother of Themis- 
tocles- When she was taunted because 
she was an alien she proudly replied, 
"It is tr^e. 
I am an alien. 
But my son 
is Themistocles." 
It is so with these 
German mothers. 
Their sons are— 
Themistocles. 
And Themistocles is on 
his way to do his duty for himself and 
for us. 


There may be nothing about German 
tradition that is dear to some of us 
who were born under the folds of Old 
Glory, and whose fathers and fathers' 
fathers were born within call of Lin- 
coln and of Washington. 
We may not 
care for the selfishness which is the 
key-note of German racial character. 
We may not care for the crude and 


barbarous traditions of the Prussian 
over-lords. 
But we must be brave 
enough to see, and good enough to 
accept, and fair enough to acknowledge 
that these sons of German mothers are 
on their way, side by side with our 
own sons. 


And now thera is a job that is put 
up to us. That fine force of young men 
that has gone out from us to keep the 
gate, as it were, that the barbarous 
Hun may not invade the sanctity of the 
world, must be loved and cheered and 
protected in so far a.s we may protect 
those who are daring death and hell 
in foreign lands for us. 
We 
must 
prove to them that the essential prin- 
ciples of brotherhood still hold. 
We 
must offer them every encouragement 
that can come front the heart. 
We 
must be "God's Country" to them in 
very truth—so that they may feel that 
they are not only fighting for an ideal 
in a racial crisis; but that they are 
fighting 
for their dear folks "back 
home." 


The government knows that young 
men who go far from home into great 
danger must have edequate help and 
comfort from all sources. 
It is strain- 
ing every nerve to see that the best 
supplies go forward to the army—that 
the army may^eat and live and do its 
work. 
But tile government cannot of 
its official self give the young men the 
touch of home, the helpful, loving, re- 
straining, comforting hand. 
We must 
see that the little comforts are provided 
—we must see that Hans and Raoul 
and Dick and Pat have the things they 
liked, as much as we can. We must see 
that such tenderness as may be under- 
taken have right of way through the 
censor. 
We must not stop with to- 
bacco, and socks, and sweaters, and 
chocolate. 
We must 
provide 
what 
psychologists call "contact." 


The other day a soldier in Gatun 
wrote home begging for letters. 
This 
should never happen. 
Have we so far 
subordinated ourselves to petty and 
personal ends that we cannot find time 
to open the gates of thought by so 
small a thing as a few letters? 
Have 
we grown so feeble in respect to ten- 
derness toward our own that we can 
let our young go far from us imaided 
and uncheered by our own words? 


They have 
marched 
away—those 
boys who are going to do our 
fighting 
for us—those boys who have sworn to 
make the world free and safe for wom- 
en and children and life and love. 
Others 
will 
follow 
them. 
A 
long 
stream of young men—our very best— 
is pouring across the ocean. 
Their 
blood may ncarnadine alien soil. 
Let 
us do our bit—let us keep the boys 
hopeful, and in touch 
with 
home. 
They are ours! 


GENERAL CROWDER IS 
THE GENIUS OF THE

Crop reports are the most encourag- 
ing feature in the business situation. 
The small grains are now harvested 
and the corn crop is practically as- 
sured. 
The latter is to make a crop 
larger than the record by 3,000,000 
bushels and larger than last year's 
record by 8,000,000 bushels. 
This will 
help the feed situation and eventually 
make for cheaper meat. 


Wheat Is turning out better than 
expected, as it comes from the thresh- 
ing machines. 
Oats ia a tremendous 
crop, fine of quality: and both barley 
and rye are excellent.

The pack of all kinds of 
canned and dried fruits will be much 
larger than usual. 


The new corn crop is selling at ap- 
proximately $1.08 per bushel for De- 
cember delivery. 
Old corn in Chicago 
has sold as low as 50 cents per bushel 
and as high as $1.80 per bushel. 


The meat situation is less encour- 
aging. 
A conference was called by 
Secretary Houston in Washington this 
week to consider ways and means for 
averting a meat famine. 
The high 
price of all meats is drawing to the 
slaughter houses young animals and 
females which should be kept for^fat- 
tening or breeding. 


In the present scarcity of meat, lamb 
should be permitted to grow into sheep 
and ewes should be kept for breeding 
purposes. 


The egg supply is threatened in like 
manner by the high^rices offered for 
dead chickeifs. This brings the pullets 
to the table when they should be per- 
mitted to lay eggs.

The price of feed has also resulted it 
the premature killing of both poultry 
and meat animals. 


Lamb is retailing at 50 cents a pound 
for the choice cuts, as is also calves 
liver. 


Hogs have sold up to $20 per hun- 
dredweight at the Chicago yards, but 
the price has recently gone down to 
$1S. 
Shipments of hogs have fallen 
oft: enormously. 
Where the Chicago^ 
packers normally received 20,000 
a 
day, they are now receiving between 
2,000 and 4,000. It is a rare day when 
8,000 hogs are brought in. 


The 
feeders 
announce 
there 
are 
fewer corn-fed cattle than at any time 
since they went into the beef Industry. 


The Texas drouth threatens to drive 
to market nearly a million and a half 
of cattle which cannot find feed unless 
there are early rains. 
It is planned 
even to transport these cattle to the 
southeastern 
states and 
feed 
them 
there. 


The embargo on shipments to neu- 
tral nations will have a tendency to 
keep down all food prices, and will 
enable the Hoover commission to ap- 
portion the supply more equitably be- 
tween the domestic and foreign user.

Warns Against Using 
Chemicals in Canning 


Warning against use of chemicals in 
canning compounds by Indiana house- 
wives was issued today by Dr. Hai-ry 
E. Barnard, state food administrator. 
He declares that sterilization by heat 
was the only proper method of p;-escrv- 
ing fruits and vegetables. 


"Thei-e are two ways of preserving 
fruits and vegetables," Mr. Barnard 
said. 
"One is to sterilize them by heat 
and the other to pickle them 
with 
chemicals. 
Some states prohibit the 
sale of products containing chemicals, 
although they do not deny the house- 
wife the right to use them if she is so 
foolish as to prefer to use chemicals 
instead of care. 
Unfortunately, many 
states, although they have pure food 
laws, pay no attention to the use of 
preservatives. 
And so it is that at this 
season of the year canning compounds 
are widely advertised and many women 
foolishly are persuaded to^try them. 
These compounds, which usually con- 
tain borax or boric acid or salicylic acid 
or some similar antiseptic, are not usu- 
ally sold through the stores, but by 
agents who find it easy in too many 
cases to per-suade the housewives to 
substitute a spoonful of chemical pre- 
servatives for careful sterilization by 
boiling water 


"The agents for canning compounds 
are very active this year. 
The desire 
that every housewife has to save the 
perishable products of her garden has 
made canning a universal industry and 
every woman a prospective customer. 
Do not allow any agent to persade you 
that he has a .substitute for steriliza- 
tion. 
It may be possible to preserve 
fruits and vegetables without tedious 
heating, but unless you are willing to 
eat food containing such quantities of 
chemicals that bacteria finds it an un- 
wholesome place in which to live, you 
will rely on the proven virtue of boil- 
ing water as the only .safe and accepted 
method of preventing spoilagp."

Having been passed, I took 
the oath of allegiance of service July

ing and line work anl also for the 
proper meeting of superior officers. 
Was stationed at this fort until August 
6th, when the bakers and cooks of the 
Thirteenth and Forty-second were or- 
dered to go to Fort McPherson, locat- 
ed near Atlanta, Ga. 
We left Cincin- 
nati on the Southern railroad in the 
afternoon. 
Our train passed through 
the* Cumberland mountains and the 
tobacco region of Kentucky, and east- 
ern Tennessee. 
We arrived at Fort 
McPherson about 8 o'clock on the 
morning of August 7th. 
Our camp 
was the newly constructed houses put 
up for the new army that was con- 
stantly arriving at the numerous forts 
and camps. 
On arrival at this fort the 
companies 13 and 42 became the 23rd. 
On the evening of our arrival the 23rd 
was quarantined because of sickness, 
so the boys were not drilled, nor even 
allo.wed to stroll about the camp until 
August 20th. 
When we were free to 
explore our surroundings we found the 
cotton fields in bloom. 
It was the first 
cotton a number of the boys from the 
north had ever 
seen. 
Bast of the 
camp, about a mile, is Colonial Hill, 
the junction of Lee's road and the 
j-oad leading south, over which Gen- 
eral Sherman 
moved on his march 
from Atlanta to the sea. 
At Fort Mc- 
Pherson is one of the war detention 
camps, where they had a number of 
German pHsoners who were picked up

The First

with which the Indiana regiment was 
equipped until recently. 
It is a distinct 
compliment to the Indiana regiment 
that it has been chosen as the hea-vy 
artillery unit of the division. 


Brig. Gen. Charles P. Sumerall, one 
of the best known and most competent 
artillery officer of the United States 
army, is the commander of the artil- 
lery' brigade of the division and today 
he expre.ssed appreciation of Col. Rob- 
ert H. Tyndall and his Indiana regi- 
ment. 
General Summerall was in the

"The triumph of Col. Tyndall is of

know how hard he has worked and 
how the organization is the outgrowth 
of his untiring efforts. 
The reports in 
the war department show that the In- 
diana artillery made a most excellent 
record in its instruction work on the 
Mexican border last summer and win- 
ter. 
That seven months work gave the 
organization its opportunity to show 
what was in it. 


"That record, of course, had some- 
thing to do with authority being grant- 
ed to increase the battalion to a regi- 
ment. 
The reward that Col. Tyndall 
has received in his 
promotion

It was because of the plan to make 
the Indiana regiment the heavy artil- 
lei-y unit of the division which was re- 
sponsible for increasing the enlisted 
strength after it had gone to Fort Ben- 
jamin Harrison and for the .splitting 
of the six batteiies into three instead 
of two battalions.

canning compounds by Indiana house- 
wives was Issued today by Dr. Harry 
E. Barnard, state food administrator. 
He declares that sterilization by heat 
was the only proper method of preserv- 
ing fruits and vegetables. 


"There are two ways of preserving 


fruits and vegetables," Mr. Barnard 
said. "One is to sterilize them by heat 
and the other to pickle them with , 
chemicals. Some states prohibit the 
sale of products containing chemicals, 
although they do not deny the house- 
wife the right to use them if she is so 
foolish as to prefer to use chemicals 
instead of care.
